Irish Railways. 

Ireland is curiously, apathetic about the 
future of her railways. They are menaced 
with imminent disaster, yet our popular 
bodies—whose individual members depend 
largely on the railways for food and in- 
comes—do not “ bother their heads.” They 
seem to think that the threatened disaster 
is so incredible that it simply cannot 
happen. This is a very foolish delusion, 
as all Irishmen will realise in six months’ 
time unless they support the railways in 
their fight for honest treatment by the 
State, The situation was explained once 
more yesterday by the Chairman of the 
Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company. When an incompetent conjurer 
borrows your watch for one of his tricks 
and hands it back in a wrecked condition 
he does exactly what the Government has 
done to the Irish railways. It took them 
over, for the purposes of the war, as 
reasonably prosperous concerns, with a 
guarantee of their pre-war net incomes 
during the period of control. It wil] hand 
them back on the 15th August—that is Sir 
Eric Geddes’s inexorable day—in a state 
of virtual bankruptcy. When the Govern. 
ment’s guarantee is. withdrawn in August 
at least seventeen Irish railways will be 
| compelled to go out of business. Even the 
great companies will be faced with a 
maimed and impoverished future. The 
Government has put á staggering burden 
of expenses On their shoulders. It forced 
them to.treble the wages of their staffs 
and to adopt an eight hours’ day. The 
wages bills of the Great Southern Com- 
pany, which were £549,000 in 1913, will 
be £1,955,000 in the present year—an in- 
crease nearly twice as large as the con- 
temporary increase in the cost of living.

Sin,—Temperance reformers will “P 

the spirit of the letter upon this subject by 
Sir Roberb Kennedy. He recognises that a 
great socia] evi] exists and he is prepared to 
make an honest attempt to remove it. As he 
urges the necessity leness and 
justice, he will not take it amiss if wé call 
attention to one or two of his suggestions that 
seem to us neither reasonable nor just. 

(1.) The remedy he suggests for the evils of 
the liquor traffic is a public-house reformed 
on what he calls Gothenburg lines. The lest 
experiment in Government control along these 
lines was made in Carlisle, and the results are 
not.encouraging. Of the 237 English boroughs 
almost three-fourths had less drunkenness last 
year without this Government reformation than 
Carlisle had with it. It is not reasonable to 
expect temperance reformers to be enthusiastic 
over “reformation” of this kind: The fact 
is that, eo long as licensed houses exist, un- 
stable individuals will inevitably succumb to the 
lure of drink, with all the attendant misery 
that that means. The only effective way to 
reform the public-house is to close it and hand 
over the spirits to the dispensary, to which 
they properly belong. In a properly drafted 
local veto measure there can be no possibility 
of a surprise or enap vote, as suggested by 
Sir Robert Kennedy. 

(2.) Sir Robert Kennedy recognises the in- 
herent justice of our claim for local veto. but 
he suggests that the majority required to carry 
the veto should be two-thirds.
